Mr. Luke Norton of Yakima hada very fine plicata, and Mr. Elias N elson of Yak- 
ima had two fine new seedlings; one a lavender-gold, and the other a salmon pink of 
the new shades of pink. 

These three new varieties we feel, will make their mark, and without any apologies 
we introduce them to the discriminating Iris Fancier. _ 


SALUSKIN . (Nelson 1948). This is the largest flower we have seen in ee new shades 
of pink, and has strong stalks and husky plant growth, which is unusual for the new 


pinks. The color is a lovely shade of salmon pink with a slightly yellowish cast, with 


tangerine beard, about 38 inches tall with strong stalks and heavy substance throughout. 
This variety was so good that we named it after the great chief of the Yakimas, 
“SALUSKIN.” $15.00 


SELAH. (Nelson 1948). Here is a different color combination, a lovely shade of laven- 


der blue with a glowing gold heart. Leathery substance, well placed flowers, and
